ITS IMMENSE SIZE AND STRENGTH. 

I havecarofully taken the measurement 
of the monster, and the following are the 
dimensions : The two long tentacles are 
each JO feet: the body 10 feet in length, 
making the total length from the termina¬ 
tion of the outstretched long arms to ex¬ 
tremity of the tail 40 feet. The long ten¬ 
tacles are thin and teugli os leather, be¬ 
ing only 5 inohes in circumferouco,exoept 
at the extremities, which broadeuout and 
are 8 inehos in oiroumfereuec. The body 
at its thickest part is nearly 7 foet in cir¬ 
cumference and terminates iu a caudal fin 
2 feet 0 inches aoross. there are eight short 
arms, which at U 10 point of junction with 
the central mass are 17 inches in circum¬ 
ference, but at their extronntios taper 
down to fine touguediko points, having 
rows of powerful suckers along one side 
an inch in diameter at their broadened 
extremities. 1 tried to count those suckors 
on oue arm, which is 11 foet in length, 
aud made out 250, large and small ; so 
that the eight arms must contain 2,000 
suckers ; the long arms perhaps 250 more. 
The head or central moss, from which the 
arms radiate, is 4^ feet in circumference. 
Unfortunately the delicate oyes had been 
destroyed on the voyage or in putting it on 
boand ; but the socket of one measured 
eight inches in diameter.

I knew perfectly Wll, as did 
others, that Sir John Macdonald was 
very unpopular in Ontario ; I could not 
and never have been able to approve of 
his conduct from 1866 to 1862, as was the 
case with a great many men who were 
then and who are now snpporting him. 
I knew also that there was no possible 
chance for him to form a Government 
which could endure for three months to¬ 
gether, and 1 bad a strong conviction of 
w hat our fate would be if, in 1864, we 
went to the people under Sir John A. 
Macdonald’s leadership. Acting in com¬ 
mon with some other gentlemen in the 
ranks of that party I went to Sir John 
Macdonald end said, *• Whatever your 
abilities may be, we feel that we cannot 
upinove « f your conduct during the pre¬ 
ceding years of your Administration, and 
we have come to tell you that we require 
you to stand aside, as Mr. George Brown 
stood aside, and allow Mr. Senator Camp¬ 
bell to try to form a Government." It is 
on record that Senator Campbell did try, 
but what is npt on record is that 8ir John 
Macdonald took care he should try in 
vain. I am bound to say, however, that 
Sir John admitted that he was very un¬ 
popular in Ontario, and that it was best that 
he should stand aside. I was afraid that 
Sir John was in too good a temper to be 
relied op ; and shortly afterwards, when 
I found that Mr.Campbell cculd not brm 
a Government, I understood where we 
were, and that piy astute and crafty old 
acquaintance had us in a corner. Mr. 
Sandfield Macdonald was >ut ; Mr. 
Campbell could not torm a Government ; 
ai d wo had to take Sir John Macdonald 
aw our alternative. We knew we were 
going to our political death ; we knew 
dissolution meant destruction ; but we 
thought wc might as well die game, Aud 
I think my lipn. frieud the Premier jan 
testify that we did die game. (Hear, 
hear, laughter and pheers.) Kir John 
Macdonald, as you may imagine, did not 
entertain the liveliest feelings of aftection 
for the member for Lennox, who was 
chief in telling him that he was unpopu¬ 
lar with the pooplo of Ontario. That was 
the first act iu the little drama. Then, 
most unexpectedly, oame Confederation, 
and changed tho whole condition of af- 
fuirs. I was a decided supporter of Con 
federation so long us it was going on, and 
1 gave my host support to Sir John Mac¬ 
donald on these terms : Ho to behave 
iiimsolf better and attend to public busi¬ 
ness as he ought, or I would then and 
there withdraw my suppoit and tell the 
House of Commons the reason why.

THE RIGHTS AN U DUTIES OF ELECT. US. 

Quereo, Oct. 21. The new joint pas¬ 
toral letter of tho Archbishop and Bishops 
of the Ecclesiastical Provinco of Quebec 
on elections was road in the Kotnau Ca¬ 
tholic Churches of this city to-day.

THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF ELECT--US. 


Quebec, Oct. 21.—The new joint pas¬ 
toral letter of the Archbishop and Bishops 
of the Ecclesiastical Proyinco of Quebec 
on elections was read in tho Roman Ca¬ 
tholic Churches of this city to-day. The 
pastoral is not very lengthy, and occupies 
but about half an ordinary newspaper 
colump. Jt commences by stating that 
tbe important events that haye occurred 
and the many * various difficulties that 
have arisen since the date ot the last 
general election, oblige the Bishops to re¬ 
call the principles and rules of c</nduct 
hitherto laid dowm in their councils, cir¬ 
culars, and pastoral letters, ospcciallv 
that of the 22nd ot September, 1875. 
Thou are quoted tho obligations of elec¬ 
tors as laid down in the 9th decree of the 
Fourth Syuod of Quebec, calling upon 
pastors to instruct them, making them 
understand that the s>fiue law winch con¬ 
fers upon citizens the right of voting, 
strictly obliges them to give their vote 
when required. The main part of the 
body of the letter is follows : 


Iu 18i2 wc considered it necessary to nut you 
on your Kuaril against tho dangers of the Catholic 
Liberal doctrines.

THE TURKISH POSITION. 

The Porte accuses the Russians of vio¬ 
lating the accepted neutrality of the signs 
of the red cross and the red crescent, and 
firing upon ambulances removing wound- 
eJ Turks from the battle field. 

On receiving information of Mukhtar’s 
cefeat Ismail Pasha withdrew from the 
neighborhood of Igdyr to the heights of 
Zov, Rear the frontier. It 16 believed he 
is on the point of completely evacuating 
Russian territory. 

On Saturday forty Turkish soldiers, 
chiefly Anatolians, deserted Osman 
Pasha’s camp, at Plevna, and came to 
Simnitza under escort.

Tho Turkish journals Vakli Mid Tut - 
quit insist upon the fact that Buglaud 
and Austria have sounded the and 
the Sultan in regard to the proipeot of 
modiaticn leading to a eatlefbefory peace. 

Tho Czar, it is said, lent a foTtmrable ear 
to tho proposals. The Sultan, however, 
declared that the war must be continued 
at all hazards unless two have 

been previously secured beyondvWH doubt 
—tho integrity and indepMldtnce of tho 
Ottoman Empire. Under no other con¬ 
ditions, his Majesty added, could Turkey 
assent to an armistice. An arrangement 
upon any other basis would assuredly 
fail The Turquite add that the Sultan is 
(irmly resolved faithfully to unhold the 
constitution, under which all desirable re¬ 
forms can ho carried out. 

THE TURKISH POSITION. 

The P'-rte accuses the Russians of vio¬ 
lating the accepted neutrality of the signs 
of the rod cross and the red crescent, and 
firing upon ambulances removing wound¬ 
ed Turks from tho battle field. 

On receiving information of Mukhtar’s 
cefeat Ismail Pasha withdrew from the 
neighborhood of Igdyr to the heights of 
Zov, wear tho frontier. It is believed he 
is on the point of completely evacuating _ 
Russian territory. Bread, 

On Saturday forty Turkish soldiers, 
chiefly Anatolians, deserted Osman 
Pasha’s camp, at Plevna, and came to 
Simnitza under escort. They dolare they 
deserted because there is so little food in 
Plevna that the men only got a pound of 
bread in twenty-four hours. There wore 
lfiO,OOJ men in Plevna who could only be 
made to surrender by hunger, 

The Turks are uotively constructing a 
new intorior line of fonnidablo defences 
at Plevna. Sickness is comparatively 
rare. Provisions have never failed, but 
it is impossible to provide fodder for the 
oxen ond horsos. 

Six thousand provision carts are on 
tho road to Plevna. Osman Pasha has 
ordered nil Circassian irregulars, Bulgari¬ 
ans, and non-cembatant Mohammedans 
to quit Plevna. 

The Porte charges that tho Cosracks 
and Bulgarians sacked and buried the 
the Towlb of Isor, and subjected 
the inhabitants to cruel treatment, 

Muiihtur Pasha is safe. He occupies a 
strong position at tho Yenikoi, west of 
Soghanlu Dagh.

Our Indian Neighbors in the North* 
went 

(Extract from Lord Dufferin* farewell 
speech-at Winnipeg.) 

After describing tlio magnificent 
country through which ho had tiavclled. 
His Excellency continued as follow*.— 

“But in contemplating thevistas thus 
opened t > our iumgitcttion, wo inuet not 
forget that there ensues a corresponding 
expansion of our obligations. For in¬ 
stance, unless great care i:> taken,we shall 
find, us we move westwards, that the 
exigencies of civilization may clash in* 
injuriously with the piejudice aui} tra¬ 
ditional habits of our Indian-fellowsub- 
jects. Ah long as Canada was in the 
woods the Indian problem was compara¬ 
tively easy, the progress : f settlement 
was slow enough to give ample time .and 
« opportunity for arriving at an amicable 
and mutually convenient arrangement 
with each tribe w ith whom wo successive¬ 
ly came in contact; but once out upon 
* the plains, colonization will advance with 
far more rapid and ungovernable strides, 
and it cannot fail eventually to interfere 
with the by no means inexhaustible sup¬ 
ply of buffalo upon which so many of the 
Indian tribes are now dependent. 
Against the contingency it. will be our 
most urgent and imperative duty to take 
timely precautions by enabling the 
red man, not bykiny undue pressure, or 
hasty, or id-considered interference, but 
by precept, example, and suasion, by 
gifts of cattle and other encouragements, 
to ext-bunge the precarious life of a hunter 
ft r that ofa pastoral and eventually that 
of an agricultural people. (Applause.) 
Happily in no part of her Majesty’s Do- 
* minions ure the relations existing be¬ 
tween the white settler and the original* 
natives uud masters of the laud so well 
understood or so generously and humane¬ 
ly interpreted as in Canada, and as a 
consequence, instead of being a cause of 
anxiety and disturbance, the Indian tribes 
of the Uoirtinh n as regarded as a valu¬ 
able adjunct to our strength and industry 
(Hear, hear, and applause.) Wherever I 
gone in the Province,, and since 1 have 
been hero, I have travelled nearly a 
• thousand miles within your borders, 1 
have found the Indians upon their sever¬ 
al reserves, preti-rmitting a few potty 
grievances of a local character they 
thought themselves justified in preferring 
contented and satisfied, upon the most 
friendly terms with their white neigh¬ 
bors, and implictlv confiding in the good 
faith and paternal solicitude of the Gov¬ 
ernment.

ment in the economical structure of the 
colony. (Applause.) Thore is no doubt 
that a great deal of the g jod foeling thus 
subsisting between the red man and our¬ 
selves in due to the influence and inter¬ 
position of that invaluable class of men 
the half-breed settlers and pioneers of

To the Editor of the MaiL 

Sib, -Knowing the deep interest yon 
take in all that concern* *Hlie working¬ 
man,” I send this communication to your 
widely read paper, ip order that the mod¬ 
est enterprise to which it directs attention 
may become more generally known. 

There is in Yongs street, Yorkville, a 
tempeiance coffee house, called “The 
Workingmen’s it is situated near the 
brick fields, in which many men are em¬ 
ployed, the proprietor of the house being 
one of the employees. Haring occasion 
to require refreshment, 1 went into this 
house a few days ago. Everything about 
it was very clean and comfortable. I 
called for a pint of coffee, which was 
four cents, three slioes of bread and nice 
butter, five cents. The table was fur¬ 
nished with the leading journals of the 
city, numerous magarinss, pamphlets, 
and religious literature. While partak¬ 
ing of my meal the landlord oame home 
for his. He was very friendly, and ap 
peared to me to be a worthy and indus¬ 
trious man. After partaking of the re¬ 
freshment we had some conversation re¬ 
lative to the enterprise ; be said it was 
not much known, he had received assis- 
tanco from many kind friends; his wife 
was the chief manager, and thatat great¬ 
ly pleated her, and he hoped it would do 
good and entice his companions aud 
others to spend their eamiugs there and 
get instruction, and Jhat it would prove a 
benefit and blessing. As he seemed dis¬ 
posed to be communicative, I asked him 
what success he had bad ; he said he was 
satisfied, it brought many of his nighbors 
together, aud he trusted that good was 
douu. Ho asked me up stAirs, aud there 
I found a much larger room, amply fur¬ 
nished, with every convenience for the 
comfort of visitors—desks, and more 
publications ; it was very clean, nicely 
lighted, and comfortable. I could not 
help expressing the pleasure I felt in see¬ 
ing such things, and wished him every 
success. He told me there was a weekly 
prayer meeting held there every Tues¬ 
day, commencing at eight o’clook, that it 
was free and open to all. With that I 
left resolved to attend the prayer meeting 
which I did last Tuesday night, and I 
was much pleased with all I saw aud 
heard. The way in which it was conduct¬ 
ed was admirable. The chairman open¬ 
ed the meeting by giying out a hymn, 
familiar to most, so that all present sang; 
he then besought by prayer the blessing 
of God the Father on their humble efforts 
aftor which he kindly solicited those pre¬ 
sent to join in the exeroisrs, either by 
reading the scriptures, exhortation or 
prayer or praise. The encouragement 
thus held out was embraced by many, 
and altogether it was a delightful and 
profitable time, and all seemed to enjoy 
it as a “time of refreshing coming from 
the presence of the Lord.” 

Now, if we had more of those Working- 
men’s Coffee Houses, conducted on these 
priuciple/dcn’t you think it would ma¬ 
terially Mess and benefit all concerned ?

At the Orange County Agricultural 
Show, a gentleman offered a premium of 
$100 to be given to the best walkers, and 
although it was duly advortued, there 
were no horses brought to walk for the 
money. Setting aside saddle horses, how 
very important it is that farm horses 
should walk well—-in short, it is the most 
essential pace on every farm.

M.lcli cows, and cattle intended for beef, 
as soon as the nights become Ccold and 
irosty, should Do housed, and n little 
extra feed be given. There is much 
b*ht by neglect in this respect. There is 
nothing that will lessen the flow of a cow’s 
milk so much (except sickness) as for her 
to ho out on cold and frosty nights. 
Cuttle intended for the butcher may be 
neglected until winter, and, as far as we 
can see, not boosing any. Yet when 
we come to, give them extra care, it will 
be some time before we c$mi see any im¬ 
provement, and the reasbh for this is 
that cattle fall away inwardly before they 
d . outwardly, and before we can see 
any improvement this waste must be re 
stored. With proper care it need not 
take place .—Country Gentleman.
